WASHINGTON, June 28.—The forth- 


rcoming report of the treasury receipts 


and expenditures for the fiscal year, 
ending June 20, 1908. will shew a marked 
falling off in receipts as compared with 
the year 1907, and a large increase in 
the expenditures. 

The excess of expenditures over fe- 
ceipts for the year will approximate 
$60,000,000, which has been exceeded 
only twice since the Civil War. In 
1894 there was a deficit and in 1899 
there was another of a little over $89.- 
000,000, and in each of the four inter- 
vening years the receipts fell consider- 
ably below the disbursements. Again 
in 1904 and 1905, there were shortages 
of $4,177,000 and $22,000,000, respectively. 

Total receipts this year will be shown 
to have been about $599,000,000 or $64,- 
000,009 less than for the fiscal year 1907. 
Customs receipts will be shown to have 
fallen off about $46,000,000 from those of 
‘1907, while the receipts from internal 
revenue sources will be short nearly 
$19,000,000. Miscellaneous receipts will 
show a slight gain. 

The disbursements for the year will 
be shown to have r about 
$659,000,000, or 380.000. more than 
1907, and $14,000.000 more than any 
year since 1865, rot exceptin 
War period.

This is the age of man- 
hood, and the individual is more and more, not less 
and less, as Tennyson has it in Locksley Hall. 

The Shah dethroned and anarchy rampant along 
the banks of the Euphrates, the Tower of Babel and 
its era of chaos would be a modern instance. Ed- 
ward saw clearly what was coming, and his foresight 
resulted in his visit to the Czar of Russia. The 
agreement reached between the monarchy of the 
West and the one of the East safeguards again the 
peace of Europe. i 

With chaos come again in Central Asia because of 
a Persian revolution, the fate of that territory would 
have to be weighed in the balance and no one could 


| foretell the outcome. To the eastward of Persia 
there would not have been a ripple stirred in the 


lethargic, loosely-held dependencies of China. But 
with British India to the south, Russia to the north 
and Turkey west, scramble for the dismembered 
empire of the would have been active and the 
peace of Europe in great danger. Turkey would 
not have been alone. Austrian interests in the Balk- 
afis, and those of Germany in the same regions, as

„ Religious fanatacism would have kindled the 
torch of war, and national cupidity would have sup- 


plied abundant fuel to keep it burning. The Balkan 
States and the various Greek communities would 
have taken advantage of the situation to make a try 
for more complete independence, and would have 
‘seized upon the opportunity for rapine. All West- 
ern Asia and Eastern Europe would have been in 
the throes of wars all waged for different purposes. 
Where it would have stopped no one can guess. 
Seeing the great interests of so many powerful 
nations at stake, King Edward sought a conference 
with the Czar of Russia. There was only one way 
to stave off the threatened trouble. That was to 
guarantee the integrity of Persia. Such a compact 
no doubt exists between Russia and Great Britain. 
No power can well complain of such a programme. 
It would be difficult for Turkey, even backed by 
Germany and Austria, to come out openly and pro- 
claim her purpose of seizing on any part of the do- 
minion of the Shah. Leaving the Persians to settle 
their own difficulties in their own way shuts out 
effectively foreign interference. The temptation for 
Turkey to take advantage of the chaotic conditions 
would have been irresistible. The greater the influ- 
ence of Turkey in Eastern Europe and Western 
Asia, the wider the door for Austria and Germany 
to enter in and develop railroads and trade. Natu- 
rally, England and Russia, in a less degree, are more 
or less jealous of the growing influence of the Teu- 
tonic races in the Turkish empire. But while this 
feeling lies at the bottom of the entente between 
Great Britain and Russia, the part of King Edward 
there was the preponderating influence of his love 
of peace.

Cellulose, as its importance becomes understood, 
plays a great part in modern civilization, both as to 
peace and as to war.

Too Much Bacteriology. 


Sir Dyse Duckworth recently delivered an ad- 


| dress before the Faculty of Medicine of Paris, in 


which he said the modern investigator occupies 
himself too much with the seed and too little with 
the soil in which it is sown. This he said is bac- 
teriology run mad. The principal study of the med- 
ical profession should be man, from his birth to his 
death, and all his habits and surroundings. In ev- 
ery disease we are face to face with the personal 
factor. For instance, many persons are constitu- 
tionally predisposed to rheumatism and gout, but 
an important characteristic in such cases is the ap- 
tagonism of the tissues to the bacilli of tubercu- 
losis, The more rheumatic and gouty a person is, 
the less pronounced is his tendency. to consumption. 
Here we have the personal factor, which doctors 
should always consider. 


Vivisectionists Spread Disease. 

Dr. Boucher of: Paris, who is leading the war 
against vivisection in France, declares that vivi- 
sectionists spread smallpox, hydrophobia and tu- 
berculosis, and otherwise potson the human race. 
The most remarkable feature of hisutterances is 
that which relates to Pasteur and his efforts to pre- 
vent hydrophobia. In France, Dr. Boucher says, 
„before the time of Pasteur—that is, from 1850 to 
1872—-there were 685 deaths from hydrophobia, or 
about thirty a year on the average. Certainly if 
Pasteur’s discoveries were of any utility the deaths 
from hydrophobia would naturally show a diminu- 
Instead, in 1887 there were 43 deaths, and 
from 1887 to 1890 there were 154, which is a marked 
increase. 3 

“Pasteur’s theories have proved even more dis- 
astrous in Italy. According to a professor in the 
University of Perugia, before Pasteur's time the 
deaths annually from hydrophobia in Italy were 
from sixty to sixty-five. In 1887 the deaths in- 


creased to 103, in 1888 to 106, in 1889 to 118, and, 


taking the average from 1887 to 1900, the deaths 
were 85 a year, in place of 65 before the discovery.”
